JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., March 19.—The House 
yesterday passed a number of Senate bills. 
Among them were the following: Requiring 
railroad agents to count live stock and name 
number in bill of lading; allowing several 
kinds of stock or grain to be shipped in one 
car; increasing the minimum penalty for 
keeping gaming or bawdy houses to 
$200; providing for payment of damages 
to private property by street grading; author- 
izing formation of companies for owning and 
renting buildings already erected; providing 
that depositions of witnesses in prison under 
felony sentence shall be taken inthe prison. 

A resolution commemorating the services of 
persons instrumental in establishing the fast 
mail service was passed. 

Gov. Marmaduke sent his first veto to the 
Senate yesterday. It was of the Dill 
to appropriate one-third instead of one- 


fourth of the State revenue for the 
support of the public schools. In 
his message to the Senate the Governor 
says that even if this bill made an appropria- 
tion of 334 per cent ofthe State revenue for 
the support of the public schools it would be 
operative for only two years, since no Legis- 
lature can control the actsof a subsequent 
Legislature. But this bill does not make such 
appropriation and cannot affect the amount of 
money appropriated now or subsequently for 
this purpose. ‘ihe statute sought to 
amended is an almest literal copy 
of a mandate of the Constitution 
and open to no objection, and as the bill be- 
fore him would not improve the statute the 
Governor withholds his approval of it. On 
the subject of State appropriation for the sup- 
ort of public schools he says that the people 
ove the public schools and he is willing to 
leave this great trust with them. 
THE RAILROAD BILL. 

All interest this morning centered in the 
action of the Senate on thé raliroad bil re. 
lobby was crowded with visitors and members 
of the House of Representatives. Those who 
expected a warm contest were not dis- 
appointed. The presiding officer was 
appealed from twice on points of order raised 
by Senator McGinnis, and the speeches of 
Senators Ball and Parcher were interesting, to 
say the least. The result of this morning’s 
work was the success of dilatory 
tactics of the enemies of the House 
substitute for the original Senate bill, 
and under the present situation unusually 
rapid legislation will be required in order to 
pass both the railroad billandthe general ap- 

ropriation bill. As stated in yesterday's 

-OST-DISPATOH, the fight this morning was on 
parliamentary questions entirely, and in- 
volved the question of the parliamentary char- 
acter of the House substitute. 

THE SENATE. 

After the expiration of the morning hour 
Lieut. -Gov. Morehouse’ stated that the 
House substitute for the Senate anti-dis- 
crimination bill was before the Senate for con- 
sideration. Senator McGinnis of St. Louis 
took the floor and argued against the imme- 
diate passage of the measure, on the ground 
that it was an entirely new bill and had 
to be read three times on three separate 
occasions before it could become a law. He 
claimed that the substitute was an entire 
change from the original bill, with the excep- 
tion that it retained the number and enacting 
clause of the Sénate bill. He read from the 
State Constitution and from works on pariia- 
mentary procedure sustaining his position. 

Senator Castleman of St. Louis spoke — 
Senator McGinnis’ point of order, claiming 
that the substitute was an amendment to the 
original Senate bill. As an amendment he 
asked immediate action on the substitute. 
Senators Downing and Harmon also spoke on 
the question. President Morehouse held to 
his former position that the measure was an 
amendment and did not require three read- 
ings. The decision of the Chair being ap- 
pealed from a ballot was taken and 

THE CHAIR WAS SUSTAINED 

by a vote of 20 to 10. Senator Allen, bein 
recognized by the chair, stated that he ha 
— for the original bill, dut the substitute 
being entirely different he could not vote for 
it. Senator McGinnis claimed that Senator 
Allen was out of order. ‘‘The substitute, or 
amendment, is not before the Senate for pas- 
sage, Mr. President,’’ said he, ‘‘and I believe 
that this time Iam right. Just permit me to 
read from the Constitution on this point. The 
Constitution says: ' 

‘* All amendments adopted by either House 
to a bill pending and originating in the same, 
shall be incorporated with the bill by en- 
grossment, and the bill asthus engrossed 
shall be printed forthe use ofthe members 
before its final passage. The engrossing and 
printing shallbe underthe supervision ofa 
committee, whose report tothe House shall 
get forth in writing that they find the bill truly 
engrossed and that the printed copy fur- 
nished to the members is correct.’ 

„Now, Mr. President, this substitute, never 
baviug been reported to a committee of this 
Senate aud never having been engrossed or 
reported, itis not properly before this Sen- 

te. 

5 Senator Ball, Chalrman of the Senate Com- 
mittee on Printing, being called for by several 
Senators, said: Larhis bill has not been before 
my committee ; it has never been reported by 
my committee, has never been properly en- 
grossed, and not having complied with the 
Constitution in these respects,I shall not look 
upunit as properly and constitutionally be- 
fore the Senate for final passage. 

Senator Sebree said that he was a friend of 
the railroad bill; but the question was a Con- 
stitutional one ‘‘and so plain that a wayfaring 
man, even though a fool, can see it.“ There. 
fore he did not believe the bill was properly 
before the Senate. Senator Castleman said 
that the bill was before the Senate in printed 
form and the presumption was that the Senate 
Committee on Printing had done its duty in 
spite of the statement of its Chairman that it 
a ee NT MOREHOUSE

decided that Senator McGinnis’ point, that the 
bill had not been roperly rinted, was not 
well taken. He said: ‘‘While it is true that 
there has not been a report by the Chairman 
ofthe committee certifying that thé bill was 
properly printed, yet [think that the Consti- 
tution has been complied — and the amend- 
ments are now before the Senate. 

Senator McGinnis again appealed from the 
decision of the Chair and the Chair was sus- 
tained by a vote of 16 to 14. 

Senator Allen renewed his motion to reject 
the House amendments to the original Senate

Senator Proctor stated that he was nst

Senator McGinnis made the point of order 
that Senator Proctor’s motion to postpone was 
not in order, and the debate consequently was 
outof order. The point of order was sus- 
tained. 

Senators Ball, Parcher, and Johnson of 
Madison got the floor simultaneously with 
different motions and amendments. General 
conflicting points of order were raised and in 
the confusion Senator Downing moved to go 
into Committee of the Whole on the several 
appropriation bill. Senator Harmon opposed 
the motion on the ground that it was an at- 
tempt to defeat railroad legislation this ses- 
sion. Avote on the motion resulted in its 
adoption by a vote of 16 yeasto li nays. The 
Senators voted on roll- call as follows:

WILL REMAIN IN THE “PEN.” 


No New Trial for Mike Hart, the Robbing 
Soldier. 


Mr. Gottschalk this morning argued before 
Judge Normile in the Criminal Court the mo- 
tion made by him to set aside the sentence of 
Mike Hartand permit the latter to withdraw 
the plea of guilty, entered by him, and plead 
not guilty to the charge against him. Hart is 
the United States soldier charged with high- 
way robbery, who pleaded guilty to at-

as hfs hands were frozen. 

Circuit Attorney Ciover stated that Sergt. 
Con O'Donnell had caught Hart in the act of 
robbing the man, and that Richl’s knife was 
found on the soldier. 

Judge Normile did not think there was suf 
cient evidence to support Hart’s statement, 
Mr. Furling himself denying it, and the Court 
refused to grant the motion. Hart will remain 
in the Penitentiary, where he was tuken 
Thursday. 


THE PEDAGOGICAL SOCIETY. 


Discussion of a Paper on Immigration and 
the Present School System. 


The Pedagogical Society heard a paper this. 
morning from Mr. John T. McEnnis on 
„Free Trade in Ignorance.’’ It was a 
sharp arraignment of the privileges now 


accorded the ‘‘effete monarchies’’ to make 
this a dumping ground fortheir ignorant and 
poor population. He considered that this was 
a proper subject to engage the attention of the 
teachers, as their influence is so great in shap- 
ing the public sentiment of the country. 

Prof. W. A. Stille of Baden took exception 
to the essayist’s position that ignorance is 
imported to such an alarming extent, and 
compared the compulsory education laws 
of Russia with the system here 
which allows but asmall per cent of our chil- 
dren to receive a common school education. 
The principal difficulty is that the foreigners 
are not Americanized. He believed that social- 
ism is caused by the ignorance in cities. 

Prof. Vickroy held that the fact that so 
many foreigners and so much ignorance exist 
in cities proved the evil results of unchecked 
immigration. Prof. Krall of the Manual 
Training School thought that trade 
schools would 80 nerease the at- 
tractiveness of the schools that the per 
cent ot attendance would doe largely 
increased. Superintendent — did 
not believe that the manual raining 
schools would prove the panacea and he 
favored a compulsory education law. Prof. 
Scott Blewett, President of the society, made 
some remarks in support of thepaper. At the 
conclusion of the debate a vote of thanks was 
extended Mr. McEnnis, after which the meet- 
ing adjourned.

BUFFALO'S HOLOCAUST. 


SEARCHING THE RUINS OF THE HOTEL FOR 
BODIES OF VICTIMS. 


A Revised List of the Dead—Death of Mr. 
Rumsey — Another Body Found this 
Morning, Burned Beyond Recognition— 
The Injured and Missing—A Survivor’s 
Narrative of the Terrible Calamity. 


BUFFALO, N. T., March 19.—Henry B. Rum- 
sey of New York, who was one of the guests at 
the Richmond on the nightof the fire, and 
who wasterribly durned about the body, died 
at the Fitch Hospital at 1:400’clock this morn- 
ing. This makes six known deaths thus far. 

A SURVIVOR’S STORY. 

Louls Zendman of New York was one of the 
many who had very narrow escapes from the 
burning building. He says that about 3:45 
o’clock he was awakened by the ringing of the 
electric bell, which he auswered, not knowing 
what was the matter. It continued to 
ring, so he slipped on some of hig 
clothing and stepped out into the hall, when 
he saw the fire rushing up from below. Sev- 
eral persons, among them a number of 
women, ran into his room in the greatest con- 
sternation. He made preparations to escape, 
and sprang from his window forthe roof of 
Bunnell’s Museum, but caught on the tele- 
graph wires, cutting his hands. His feet 
rested on an iron girder, and he fortunately 
secured arope, by which he was enabled to 
descend. He then picked up a board and 
found himself inthe museum dressing-room, 
He made his way taan opening and dropped, 

LANDING IN THE ORCHESTRA. 

He then rushed to a door, gave it a push, 
and fell on the outside, pretty well exhausted 
but thankful for his escape. Mr. Zendman 
says he is positive there were seven persons 
in his room when he left it, and all he saw 
escape was one man and one woman. It 16 
his belief that the others lost their lives. 

The ruins of the Richmond Hotel presented 
a dismal spectacle this morning, and crowds 
continued to gather inthe vicinity. The fire- 
men were still engaged wetting down the 
ruins, preparatory to making a search for 
bodies known to be somewhere under the 
debris, if not entirely destroyed. The search 
will be commenced most likely some time to- 
day. 5 

ANOTHER BODY FOUND. 

At 11:15 this morning the body of a man was 
found in the ruins near the south wall. The 
body was burned probably beyond recogni- 
tion. The remains were removed to an under- 
taking establishment pending an effort to es- 
tadlish the identity of the deceased. Three of 
the four persons taken to the Sisters of Chari- 
ty Hospital yesterday are in a very precarious 
condition. They are Misses Mary Nolan 
Fanny Harty and Maggie Mulrick. 
These girls were employed at 
the Richmond. Their injuries are 
frightful, and it is very uncertain whether 
they will recover or not. George F. Michaeis 
is doing nicely to-day. Clinton Bidwell, who 
is at the general hospital, had a bad night. 
He was very restless, but is easier this 
morning. 

Dr. E. H. Norton, the attending surgeon 
at the Fitch Hospital, said this morning that 
all of the injured persons under his care were 
doing as well as could be expected. He thinks 
they will all recover. g 

HENRY D. RUMSEY. 

This morning the body of Henry D. Rumsey 
of New York, who died at 1:30 a. m., at the 
Fitch Hospital, was given in charge of hig 
brother-in-law, E.. C. Edgerton of Fort 
Wayne, Ind., anda friend, Edwin Mead, Jr., 
of New York. The deceased was 
42 years of age, and was connected 
with the United States Navy. His parents 


reside at Santa Fe, N. M., and his wife and 
daughter at Fort Wayne, Ind., where the re- 
mains will be taken. He has a son in the 
United States Navy, stationed at Madeira. 
The deceased iost his life by going 
back to rescue the littie daughter 
of Mrs. Mann. He heard her scream and put 
her inside of his shirt to protect her from the 
fire. Coroner Kenny has impanelled a jury of 
representative citizens and business men, and 
says he will endeavor to have a thorough in- 
vestigation.

The Killing of Hanlon and Father Keller’s 
Arrest the Subjects of a Bitter Debate—

LONDON, March 19,—The House of Com- 
mons last night, was unexpectedly treated to 
a species of prelude to the coercion debates, 

which are likely to monopolize Parliament be- 
fore long. Mr. Dillon found opportunity to 
refer to the bayoneting of Hanlon 
by the police at Youghal, as & 
monstrous. murder. The poor man was 
flying from the police with his back towards 
them, when the constable chasing him for 
fifty yards, lunged at him with his bayonet 
and instead of merely prodding him, as was 
customary with the military, drove in his 
bayonet by Hanlon’s spine, ran itsix inches 
into his bowels and cut one of the main 
arteries. It was further stated that 
the same constable attempted to bayonet an- 
other flying man who only escaped by enter- 
ingadoorway. The Chief of Police was said 
to have exclaimed at the inquest, ‘‘I am sorry 
I did not fire upon them.“ The tone of the 
debate may be further judged from the fact 
that later in the discussion Edward Harting- 
ton spoke of the Youghal incident as 

BALFOUR’S BAPTISM OF BLOOD. 

Cox described the Chief Secretary as the 
Ruddygore of modern politics. The postpone- 
ment of the coercion billand the decision to 
continue the debate on other rules of proced- 
ure, now that the cloture has been voted, are 
a great surprise, and an indication of the irres- 
olution of the Government. Balfour made an 
angry speech. In reply Parnell declared that 
the Chief Secretary might be the mildest- 
mannered man who ever scuttled a ship or 
cut a throat, but he would not escape the 
retribution which history would assign to 
him. Parnell spoke of him as having 
entered upon the task of blood- 
shed with unprecedented callousness. 
The  Ministerlalists unavailingly yelled 
for the withdrawal of the obnoxious 
charge, while Balfour, apparently, lounged 
languidly. Parnell accused the Government of 
having deliberately brought about the calam!i- 
ties which were the subject of lamentation, 
and with shielding the offenders, the police- 
man identified in court being permitted to 
continue on dutyin the streets of Youghal. 
Perhaps his most effective sentence was this: 
our attempts to uphold the law are not 
respected because you only uphold it on one 
side. This remark: ‘‘It was a monétrous 
thing that a secretary who had scarcely been 
u week in office, should have signalized that 
week by two such unfortunate events asthe 
murder of this unfortunate man and the 
Keller arrest,’’ 

PROVOKED A SCENE, 
the Conservatives considering he had imputed 
murder to the Chief Secretary. But the 
Speaker did not sustain this impression. Par- 
neil denied it. Finally, the honorable mem- 
ber for Cork accused the Government of using 
the crisis to keep themselves in office. 
The debate, however, led to nothing, 
except that it gave the Parnellites one 
more chance of cracking a few political skulls. 
Parnell, by the way, was asked the other day 
whether there was among the Radical party 
stalwarts capable of working for the interests 
ofthe common people of England, as he and 
his party haa worked for the interests 
of the common people of Ireland. He 
replied in the negative. The Engligt 
Radical members at present in Parliament 
were either too old, too domesticated or too 
wealthy to work together with the discipline 
and resolution that the home rule contingent 
has displayed through successive Parliaments. 
During the debates on the closure bill, the 
latter have taken into the lobby one of 
each division. Nearly nine-tenths of all 
theirmen who werein London, fromten to 
a dozen were unavoidably detained in Ireland, 
either trom ill-health or other causes, but of 
those who came up to Westminister, they 
polled six out ot every seven, an average 
which cannot be rivalled by any other party in 
the State. Mostofthe Parnellites are young 
men, and the proportion of unmarried men is 
also higher among them than in any of the 
English parties. The statement is repeated 
to-day, upon fairly good authority, that the 
Government has adopted Chamberlain’s Irish 
land bill. Hartington promised it his sup-

FATHER KELLER COMMITTED TO PRISON. 

DUBLIN, March 19.—Father Keller, who was 
arrested at Youghal yesterday, was driven to 
court to-day in the Lord Mayor’s carriage, re- 
ceiving an ovation from the people in the 
streets. Herefused togiveany testimony as 
to his custody of tenants’ money as trustee 
underthe plan of campaign, and was com- 
mitted to prison tor contempt of court. The 
Judge declared that if the priest’s action in 
disobeying the order of the court were per- 
mitted, the wholo machinery of the bank 
ruptcy law would be upset. 

THE OVATION TO FATHER KELLER. 

The scene in the streets when Father 
Kellar was being taken to court is 
unparallelled in the history of Dub- 
lin. Vast crowds had collected, and when 
the priest appeared riding in the Lord Mayor's 
carriage, cheer after cheer greeted him. The 
noise and excitement, both idside and out- 
pide the court-room, were so great as 
to prevent the hearing of the case, and the 
Judge threatened to clear the Court unless

restored and Father Keller took the 
oath. He refused to testify on the ground 
that he would disclose confidence reposed in 
him as a priest. The Judge said there was 
no legal justification for his refusal 
and said the question had no reference 
to witness’ spiritual capacity. Father 
Kellar was then committed for contempt, 
and was taken out of court and 
placed in a cab in the custody of 
officers. The people immediately made a rush 
for the vebicle, removed the horses, and 
dragged it through the streets to Killmain- 
ham Jail, where the priest was locked up. 
Archbishop Walsh of Dublin was among the 
spectators in Court, and he, Mr. William 
O’Brien, Lord Mayor Sullivan and Mr. Timothy 
Harrington, M. P. followed the priest to the 
jail in carriages. Father Kellar received a 
centinuous ovation on the passage from the 
court to the jail.

THE NEW TRIPLE ALLIANCE. 

LONDON, March 19.—It is stated that the new 
alliance between Germany, Austria and Italy 
places each of these Powers on an equality. 
All three will undertake the protection of in- 
dividual interests, the infringement of which 
might disturb the peace of Europe. It is ru- 
mored at Vienna that Emperor Francis Joseph 
will follow the example of Germany and 
confer a decoration on Signor Di 
Robilant, the Italian Foreign Minister. 
Annoyance is expressed in Paris that the 
treaty of alliance between Germany, Italy and 
Austria was signed while the attention of 
France was fixed upon Germany. A former 
Foreign Minister of France said to the corre- 
pondent of the London Times: ‘‘I should 
have shrunk from nothing to prevent the 
signing of this treaty, which I consider the 
most serious and vexatious event for us that 
has happened in the past sixteen years.’’

When Senator COCKRELL induced the 
Senate to give him a special committee to 
sit during the recess and investigate the 
conduct of business in the departments.

THE GOVERNOR'S VETO, 

The grounds on which Gov. MARMADUKE 
withholds his approval from the bill ap- 
propriating one-third instead of one- 
fourth of the State revenue to school pur- 
poses are welltaken. The present Legis- 
lature is not authorized to fix the size of 
school appropriations to be made by its 
successors, and the increase proposed for 
the next two years does not seem to be 
justified by the present and prospective 
situation of the State Treasury. But 
@ still stronger reason which the Gov- 
ernor might have alleged, is that 
this bill would still further aggravate the 
burden of unequal taxation, already most 
grievously felt in this State. For instance, 
it would have largely increased the very 
large sum now contributed by St. Louis to 
the support of schools in counties and dis- 
tricts where the people refuse to tax them- 
selves for the support of their own schools. 
It is notorious that some of these content 
themselves with only so many months of 
school as the State pays for, and refuse to 
levy any local tax to prolong the school 
term. Doubtless it is right that the 
poorer counties shall be helped by 
the richer to maintain schools through 
State aid, but it is not rightthat the whole 
burden should rest on those who not only 
pay the whole cost of their own schools 
but contribute largely already to the sup- 
port of schools other than their own. 
Local support by local self-imposed taxa- 
tion is the very life of an efficient common 
school system, and State aid which en- 
tirely supersedes this local support will 
impair rather than promote the efficiency 
of the system.

President Stromberg Returns and Makes a 
Statement of His Affairs. 


President Wm. Stromberg, of the St. Louis 
League Base Ball Company, returned from the 
East this morning. He was seen shortly 
after his arrival by a PoOsT-DIs- 
PATCH reporter. ‘‘Well,’’ said he, I've 
got the result of the meeting in 


New York in my pocket; here it is, ana he 
produced a paper dated March 8, the face of 
which showed that it was a draft on the In- 
dianapolis National Bank, payable to Nick 
Young for the sum of $12,000 and signee by 
Louis Newberger and J. H. Martin, 
representing the Indianapolis base ball 
company. On its back it was 
indorsed to Wm. Stromberg by Nick Young, 
President of the National League, whose 
name was followed by Spalding of Chicago, 
Billings of Bosten, Day of New York, Stearns 
of Detroit, Rogers of Philadelphia, Hewitt of 
Washington and Nimick of Pittsburg. When 
asked to make a statement of the compgny’s 
affairs as they now stand, Mr Stromberg said: 
In cash we now have: Money from Indian- 
apolis for franchise and players, $12,000; money 
held by the League as bonds from the old 
association, $1,000; money paid by me 
on advance to players in the club 
for the coming season, $1,600; total cash, 
$14,600. Now, of this sum which we have 
available, $6,000 must be paid out for debts 
stiliowing. This will leave about $8,000 cash. 
The paid up stock amounts to $18,300; caicu- 
lating from this the stock will be worth about 
Slo a share, and if anyone wants to sell it to 
me at that figure I'll buy it. The park is 
leased for two years yet. I haven’t been asked 
to sell it, and I want a good price for it before 
I let it go, if I let it go at ail. I will cail a meet- 
ing of the 120 stockholders, to be held about 
Aprill, when I will put the case to them and 
let them do as they see fit.’’

In all his intimate 
relations with Capt. Eads, he never knew him 
to express a sentiment unworthy of the high- 
est type of manhood.

New Suits Entered To-Day in the Circuit 
Court for the April Term, 


This is the last day for filing new suits in the 
Circuit Court returnable to the April term. At 
noon there were 850 cases on the docket, 
eighty cases below the record for the corres- 
ponding term of last year. From a general 
business standpoint, this may be regarded 
as a healthy sign, but lawyers take 
no oomfort in it. There are various 


reasons for the decline in litigation as the cit 
increases in population and commercial — 
sources. The long delay in reaching decisions 
in the Supreme Court may account for the de- 
crease in suits of a commercial character. Dis- 
putes of any magnitude are settled out of 
court by leading firms who prefer to resort to 
arbitration. Litigants of moderate means 
however, have been scared out of the courts 
for two or three 2 past by the 
exorbitant fees demanded by some legai firms 
for handling business involving very ordinary 
skill. The attention of the five Circuit Judges 
of late has been given in the greater measure 
to divorce and damage and ejectment suits, 
litigation of any great importance is either 
transferred to the Federal Courts or it 
originates there, 

If the general business under the dome con- 
tinues to dechne there will be no need of five 
divisions of the Circuit Court as the docketa 
could well be handled by three judges of en- 
ergy and industry.

The Meat-Shop Bill Amended and Passed— 
The Milk Inspection Bill. 


The first business brought up in the Council 
last night was a bill introduced by Mr. Stone 
authorizing the city to sell its shares in the St.

A SLIM ATTENDANCE AT THE QUEEN’S 
JUBILEE DRAWING-ROOM. 


Life Guards and Policemen Shivering in 
a Cold Snowstorm—An Extraordinary 
Case of Kidnaping — The Paris Mi- 
Careme Fete—Cardinal Gibbons on the 
Knights of Labor—Nala Dawanjonti, the 
Snake-Charmer. 


Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 

London, March 19.—The Queen's second 
drawing-room held yesterday was not as 
largely attended as the first one, and the 
turnout of equipages was not so brilliant. 
Most of the vehicles were ordinary ones or 
broughams. There was not a state carriage to 
be seen. The weather was frightful, snow 
falling part of the time ana the wind blowing 
a cold blast from the east. There was 
a sea of mud and siush in front of 
the palace, and the mob shivered and 
huddled together in a most unromantic way. 
The Queen came in from Windsor Thursday 
morning and drove up from the station in an 
open carriage between two lines of policemen. 
There were but few people out to greet her, 
so wretched was“the weather. It was a 
drive in silence. “The court edict promul- 
gated for this drawing-room said that 
the policemen should appear in the 
new uniforms and without their great 
coats. The consequence was that the 
policemen stood about in a half-frozen condi- 
tion. The Life Guards who went to the station 
house had also to stand in line without their 
outer coats. Court etiquette and weather do 
not always harmonize. Sofarasthe exterior 
of the drawing-room went, it was ridiculous, 
owing tothe storm. A procession of ladies 
with feathers and flowers does not harmonize 
with wastes of snow or mud. 

EXTRAORDINARY CASE OF KIDNAPING. 

Some of the details of an extraordinary case 
of kidnaping were brought out in a trial 
yesterday, and, as one of the lawyers said, the 
story is one hardly credible in the nine- 
teenth century. A young man named Linwood 
has a case in court against Miss Andrews, who 
has an associate known as Maj. Campbell. 
Miss Andrews and Campbell,in some way, 


had gained possession of certain 
securities belonging to Linwood, and 


Campbell had appropriated to his own use 
one of them to the amount of $10,000. Linwood 
sued Miss Andrews forthe money and got out 
a writ against Campbell, who had gone to 
Florida in the meantime. But when he heard 
of the suit he came back to London, went to 
Linwood’s house, forced his way into Lin- 
wood’s room, and foreed Linwood to come 
outside and take a walk with him, and when 


they had reached the end of the 
lane, suddenly pushed Linwood into 
an open fly that was standing near. 


The Major’s son was inside, and when the 
Major himself had got in they drove to Wal- 
ford, nine miles away. Linwood was told 
that he would be taken to Florida, but he es- 
caped from the hotel and came home to ask 
the protection of the court. The Judge 
granted a special injunction to prevent Camp- 
bell or his agents from removing Linwood. 

THE MI-CAREME FETE. 

The Mi-Careme fete at Paris Thursday was a 
failure. It has long been celebrated by car- 
nival processſons, but notwithstanding that it 
was an Official half-holiday, business 
houses being closed at 2 o’clock, people 
generally remained at home. The weather 
was very cold and snow fellall the morning. 
Perhaps the recent experiences of the jolly 
maskers at Cannes and Nice had something to 
do with restraining the Parisians, but the air 
of gaiety that once characterized the French 
capital is being thrown aside for more sub- 
stantial and steady-going business habits. 

THE SUPPRESSION OF BOOK-MAKING. 

The first practical result of the French Gov- 
ernment’s attemptto suppress book-making 
on the race courses, was seen at Auteuil, 
Thursday. The crowd did not come. A dozen 
or two were inside the ring and perhaps 500 
persons were outside, butthe owners of en- 
tered horses would not run them, and the 
people were given back their gate money. 
The large number of police present had noth- 
ing to do, and every body went away dis- 
gusted.

GIBBONS. 


His Eminence Discusses the Position of the 
Knights of Labor. 


Special cablegram tothe Post-Dispatch. 
tou, March 19.—Cardinal Gibbons arose 
early yesterday morning and remarked that he 
felt exceedingly well, despite the excitement 
of Thursday. After attending mass he met 
your correspondent by appointment and 
spoke to him for over an hour on the subject 
of the Knights of Labor in America. He ex- 
plained the position of the order in its relation 
to the Church,and also spoke of the good work 
it is capable of accomplishing if properly 


managed. Among other things His Emi- 
nence said; At the outset I felt 
sure there was a widespread belief in 


our community that the American -hierarchy, 
in the face of all the unhappy difficulties 
which had arisen or might arise in the future 
between capital and labor, would always en- 
deavor to range itself, irrespective of the bos - 
sible consequences, upon the side of order, 
justice and right. But what constitutes jus- 
ticeand rightinagiven concrete and some- 
times complex case, is oftena question of 
serious dificulty. The American Bishops and 
Archbishops are unable to see anything of 
an objectionable nature in the Constitution of 
the Knights of Labor as the order is at 
present represented tothe world. Whateffect 
the future action of the Knights, arising from 
future developments or modifications, might 
have on the hierarchy, I am unwilling to say 

as the case is at present before us. I do not 
think there should be any opposition between 
labor and capital. One without the other is 
practically useless.’’ 

ANARCHY DISCOUNTENANCED. 

His Eminence then expressed the belief that 
the sterling good sense of the American people 
would surely work out a solution to the 
problem which would be mutually satisfac- 
tory, without any violation of justice or vested 
Tights. ‘‘One thing is certain,’’ continued 
His Eminence, ‘‘the principles of anarchy 
must be discountenanced. They can work no 
good, even to those who invoke their en 


forcement, and must surely result in 
disaster.

THE OIL PRODUCERS, 


The Agreement Made with the National 
Transit Company—Reduced Charges. 


Fv Telegraph to the POST-DISPATCH. 

NEW Tonk, March 19.—A sub-committee of 
the petroleum producers’ recent meetings, 
consisting of John Pitcairn, J. J. Carter and 
T. N. McKinney, met at the National Transit 
Company’s office yesterday to complete the 
details of thelr agreement. The result of the 
conference was embodied in this official no- 
tice, issued last night by the National Transit 


Committee: 

1. The deducting of oil received trom water, 
shrinkage and waste will be 2 percentum, in- 
stead of 3 as heretofore. 

2. The storage charges will be at the rate of 
25 cents per day per 100 barrels, so long as the 
price of certificate oil is below $l per barrel; 
30 cents a day when the price is from $1 to $1.50 

er barrel, and 40 cents per day when the price 

s above $1.50 per barrel; no change, however, 

is to be made in rate of storage on account of 
price going above or below the specified point 
for thirty consecutive days. 4 

3. The company will paylcent per barrel 
for steam supplied by the producer in pump- 
ing oil from the producer’s tanks into the 
tanks of the company. 

4. The company wiil, if required by the pro- 
ducer, connect tanks of not less than fifty 
barrels capacity. 

5. The company will deliverto the order of 
the producer the oilof each district at a de- 
livery station within such district. 

6. 14 having been arranged that a committee 
of producers will be appointed to meet an 
equal numberof the representatives of this 
company to investigate the question relating 
to the steaming of oil and to make practical 
tests thereof in each of the districts, the plans 
adopted by said committee will be obeyed by 
this company. 

Due notice will be given of the date when 
the above rules will go into effect, which will 
be at as early a date asthe necessary changes 
in gauges, certificates and other necessary 
dusiness arrangements ean be made, which 
the company feels safe in assuring its patrons 
willnot be later than May 15 next, and which 
it feels safe will be an earlier date, 

Besides the reducing in storage charges and 
the deduction for shrinkage,a material change 
is made in the former reguiations of the 
company regarding connections with tanks 
which heretofore have been made only with 
tanks of capacity of 100 barreis.

COPPER. 


Report of Mr. Kirchhoff, Agent of the Divi- 
sion of Mining Statistics. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., March 19.—Mr. Charles 
Kirchhoff, agent of the United States Geolog- 
ical Survey, has prepared for the Division of 
Mining Statistics of that Bureau the following 
statement concerning the copper production 
in 1886: 

The total product of the year was 156,378,421 
pounds of domestic copper, produced as fol- 


lows: Lake Superior, 97,728,838; Ari- 
zona, 15,657,035; Montana, 57,611,621: New 
Mexico, 558,385; California, 430,210; Colorado, 
409,306; Utah, 300,000; Nevada, 50,000; Maine, 
New Hampshire and Vermont, 315,719; South- 
ern States, 29,811; lead desilverizers, etc., 
1.282.496 pounds. Total domestic copper, 
156.373. 421 pounds; from imported pyrites and 
ores, 4,500. Total, including copper from im- 
ported pyrites, 160,875,621 pounds. 

Not less than 136,820,943 pounds were turned 
out by American refining works, including a 
small quantity of blister exported as such and 
small amounts of unrefined copper going di- 
rectly to consumers. Deducting from this the 
exports, 19,504,087 pounds, there remains 
over 117,000,000 pounds available for home 
consumption, of which about 64,000,000 pounds 
came from Lake Superior and the balanee, 
58. 000, 000 pounds, from other sources. 

The important features in the copper trade of 
the United States in 1886 have been the contin- 
ued increase in the output of Lake Superior 
and the falling off of Arizona and Montana, 
the sharp decline in the quantities exported 
and, above ali, the notable increase in the 
quantity of copper which sought the more 
remunerative home market. Coupled with this 
tendency to overstock the home trade in the 
face of a declining output is the important 
fact that the quality of miscellaneous grades 
has improved, and that consumers have 
learned to better utilize relatively lower 

rades of copper. While the local supply has 
nereased, the consumption in this country 
has, on the other hand, developed again in 
the most satisfactory manner.

It also snows that it re- 
mains for the West to reveal a manager ofa 
bicycle race who will be the first to run it as a 
side show to a pool selling speculation. Muny 
have wondered where the managers of the 
race would get their financial returns for the 
outiay. They now see.’’ 

The American Wheelman for March has a 
leaded announcement of its refining addition 
to the eport of bicycling. The saddest part 
about these announcements is that it reveals 
Mr. Ladish in an entirely new light. He has 
long been considered an advocate of ‘‘pure 
bicycling,’’ one who was disinterestedly ad- 
vancing cycling. It is not wonderful 
that the wheelmen feel asudden pang to think 
the veil has been lifted and that hereafter it 
may be impossible to dissociate arace man- 
ugerfrom a pool-seller.

CHAT WITH COMISKEY. 


The Browns’ Field Captain Discusses a Few 
Interesting Things. 


The committee of ball players who 
draughted, suggested, and was mainly instru- 
mental in the adoption ofthe new code of 
playing rules, was composed of Anson, Ward, 
Swartwood and Comiskey. Of these no one 
probably is more competent to discuss their 
relative merits that the captain of the Brown 
Stocking team.

day with a reporter for the Post-DISPATCH, 
Capt. Comiskey said that while considerable 
tuik bas been. indulged in regarding 
the new code, little has been said which 
is really worthy of morethan a passing notice.

Take, for 
instance, the rule prohibiting the fouling of 
fairly pitched bulls, ‘That habit was an un- 
bearabie nuisance, a nuisancethat was at once 
a delay to the game and a disgusting operation 
to the spectators. There isn’ta man in the 
business probably, except Latham, who can 
do it with suificient dexterity to excite more 
than disgust in an audience and, personally, I 
don’t consider it necessary for Latham’s suc- 
dess.

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H. RIDER HAGGARD’S LATEST CONTRIBU- 
TION TO FICTION. 
Si Bare 


A Story of Wild Life in the Transvaal— 
Love, Magnetism and Bloodshed—Rob-

JESS, by H. Riper HaGGarD. New York: John W.

What! another book by H. Rider Haggard? 
Yes, my readers, and like the hapless parent 
of fifteen children, we fear that there is an; 
other coming. The author may well be hag- 
gard for the speed with which he is cantering 
over the fleld of literature would exhaust any 
rider—and most readers. Charming as Mr. 
Haggard’s books have been in the past we 
cannot but feel that he is imperilling his repu- 
tation in rushing out novels by steam 
upon an unsuspecting public. It is 
not quite a year since ‘‘King Solomon’s 
Wives’’ elicited a burst of admiration from 
novel readers all over*the world. Since then 
we have had The Witch’s Head, and 
now the present volume, all within the brief 
space of about ten months—with the natural 
consequences. Not only are the public com- 
mencing to raise their eyebrows atthe au- 
thor’s name, but there is nd slight deteriora- 
tion in his work and style. The Witch’s 
Head’’ fell still-born from the press, and 
while ‘‘Jess’’ will doubtless be read with 
avidity on account of some interesting feat- 
ures which it possésses, it is yet vastly in- 
ferior as a work of art to the author’s 
masterpieces. Not only is the story carelessly 
put together in several respects, but there is 
an evident determination to be popular at all 
hazards, a superfluity of clap-trap sensation- 
alism, and astringing togethgr of exciting in- 


cidents with an obvious view to et- 
fect. As a matter of fact, writers 
of the Rider Haggard and Louis Steven- 
son fraternities stand on the brink 


of a precipice or let us say on the sixth floor 
of a business block in St. Louis. To produce 
the class of novel of which ‘‘She’’ and Dr. 
Jekyll’’ are average specimens, requires not 
only a powerful and ever active imagination, 
but also long and concentrated thought. 
Bulwer-Lytton worked within the same lines; 
so did, or rather so does, Wilkie Collins; but 
the former never degenerated into the loose, 
blood-and-thunder compositions that oc- 
casionally emanate from the study of the lat- 
ter writer. In point of fact a 
writer of this class is in some danger 
of producing works in no way superior to the 
dime novels of atrocious memory. They are 
apt to lose sight of the fact that the stringing 
together of horrors by mere recital does not 
of necessity inspire a feeling of awe in the 
breast ofthe reader. Itis the gradual work- 
ing up to a climax and an anti-climax, one in- 
cident gradually and imperceptibly leading to 
another of greater magnitude, that chains the 
attention of the reader. Not only must 
the writer’s own imagination be at work 
throughout, but he must arouse and inspire 
that of his audience. Unless the reader’s 
imagination is keptas actively at work as the 
writer’s has been, he willlay downthe novel 
with a sigh of relief, rather than one of inter- 
est. The old saying that one should always 
rise from the table hungry applies with equal 
force to works of the class before us. The 
writer’s ambition has been to satiate; and 
while he piles up horrors ad infinitum, he has 
failed to be very accurate as to his facts. How- 
ever, we will give a brief sketch of the story, 
and allow the incidents to speak for them- 
selves. 

The scene is laid in South Africa, the period 
being just previous to the British-Boer squab- 
ble of contgmptible memory. The plot of the 
tale is supposed to turn upon the mysteries of 
animal magnetism, but the writer appears to 
get into deep waters in this connection. After 
creating a girl with wonderful eyes and all the 
animal magnetism that ought to belong to one 
woman, he gets off his feet, flounders into an 
ocean of horrors, and his mesmeric theory 
develops into the fact that a girl with won- 
derful eyes and an extraordinary power of 
song can make a man fall in love with 
her by looking at him. Now the world’s ex- 
perienée is, that a beautiful woman with won- 
derful eyes, can generally attract the love of 
any man she wants to, all other things being 
equal; and this theory is as old as sex and 
came into force long before Mr. Haggard ever 
entered this sublunary sphere. The opening 
scene is dramatic but grates upon us a little, 
being evidently introduced purely with 
a view to effect having no connec- 
tion whatever with the story. Capt. 
Joon Niel, described as a stout, well 
set-up, rather ugly man, is riding along 
at the tail of a whirlwind, having been riding 
through it for four hours. Now, as a matter 
of fact, neither men nor horses, nor ostriches, 
nor young ladies can ride across country 
through the hot whirlwinds of Southern 
Africa. Ifthey did, asthe author very justly 
remarks on page 6, in connection with other 
matters: ‘‘There would have been an end of 
John Niel and this story need never have been 
written.“ 

Without stopping to dissect too closely the 
grains of truth contained in this last hy- 
pothesis we pursuethe thread of our story. 
While ugly John Niel, engaged in moral re- 
flections, wasthus triumphing over nature 
and possibility and riding placidly through 
whirlwinds, he became awareofa somewhat 
remarkable spectacle just unfolding for his 
benefit. Over the crest ofa rise of land some 
four or five hundred yards away, a pony with 
a lady on its back came wildly galloping. 
After it with wings spread and outstretched 
neck a huge cock ostrich was speeding along, 
covering twelve or fifteen feet at every stride 
of its long legs. 


The pony was still twenty yards ahead of 
the bird, and coming towards John rapidly 
but strive as it would it could not distance the 
swiftest thing on allthe earth. Five seconds 
past [sie.] (presumably, passed), the great 
bird was close alongside now—ah! and John 
Niel turned sick and shut his eyesas he rode 
for he saw the ostrich’s thick leg fly high in 
the air, and then sweep down like a leaded 
bludgeon. 

Thud! It had missed the lady and struck the 
horse upon the spine, behind the saddle, for 
the moment completely paralyzing it, so that 
it fellall of aheap onto the veldt. In a mo- 
ment the girlon its back was up and off toward 
him, and after her came the ostrich. Up went 
the great leg again, but before it came crash- 
ing on her shoulders she had flung herself face 
downwards on the grass, In an instant the 
huge bird was on the top of her kicking at her 
rolling over her, and crushing the very life out 
of her. It was at this juncture that John Nie! 
arrived upon the scene. 


All this is extremely interesting and very 
dramatic. The only trouble is that not even 
for the sake of dramatic effect should a writer 
cause a respectable bird to do what ina state 
of nature it could never think of doing. No 
one can calculate betterthan the brute crea- 
tion in matters that concern them, and no 
cock ostrich, however blinded by fancy would 
imagine that he could lift his leg high enough 
to strike a lady on horseback. In order to 
pertorm this feat ot activity (or activity of feet) 
he would need to be about seventeen feet high, 
and the largest ostrich rarely attains seven 
feet, save in the poetic imagination of African 
travellers. This, too, was a bird reared in 
captivity, and consequently would not be 
likely to attain the full size of his wild com- 
panions. It is scarcely possibile that he would

The rest of the story is more prob- 
able and equally interesting. As soon 
as this pugnacious fowl perceived 
John Neil approaching, he contemptuously 
abandoned his female quarry and began to 
waltz towards our hero (possibly infuriated 
by his ugliness) with a pompous sort of step 
that these birds sometimes assume before 
théy give battle. Finding his horse unman- 
ageable Capt. Niel dismounted and with his 


xjambock, or hide whip, in his hand, val- 


liantly faced the enemy. For a moment or 
two the great bird stood still, blinking its 
lustrous brown eyes at him and gently sway- 
ing its graceful neck to and fro. Then it 
made a rush which John dodged, and 
as the bird once more faced him he 
seized it by the wing and held on like 
grim death with both hands. Then they 
began to gyrate, slowly at first, then 
quicker and then more quickly, till at last it 
seemed to Capt. John Neil that time and space 
and the ‘‘solid earth’’ were nothing but a re- 
volving vision fixed somewhere in the watches 
of the night. (Why will intelligent writers 
talk about the solid earth when their smallest 
child can tell them that the earth is hollow?) 
A moment later John found himself upon his 
back, with the ostrich punishing him severely. 
The scene ended by the lady grasping the 
bird’s legs from behind and holding them 
fast—rathera difficult thing to do with such 
powerful limbs as those of the ostrich—while 
John broke its neok. 

This little scene ended, the lady and gentle- 
man had time to make one another’s acquaint- 
ance. The young lady turned out to be the 
daughter of the man to whose farm he was 
bound. She was a very lovely, but simple 
girl, and John and she, though naturally 
somewhat the worse for their late experience, 
managed to limp along towards home very 
amicably. Their horses had escaped dur- 
ing the fray, and arriving at the farm, 
had caused some uneasiness. At the 
gate they met the elder daughter 
„Jess,“ the young lady with the mesmeric 
optics. The host turned out to be a pleasant 
ola farmer, who gave Capt. John a hearty 
welcome, and he soon settled down into a 
member of the family. According to the usual 
habit of novel heroes he proceeded pramptly 
to fall in love with the wrong woman, and 
soon became engaged to Bessie, the heroine of 
the ostrich adventure, while Jess consider- 
ately went away from home to keep herself 
from making him fall in love with her by the 
power of her eyes. 

Now Bess had another admirer, a gentleman 
named Frank Muller, half Boer, half English- 
man, respecting whom the old farmer made 
the shrewd remark that ‘‘cross-bred dogs 
were hard to handie.’’ Mr. Muller was an im- 
mensely powerful man with a beautiful golden 
beard and a bitterly malignant disposition. 
He loved Bessie with all the fierce, untrained, 
animal passion of his brutal nature, and when 
he found himself cut out by the British soldier 
his fury knew no bounds. He was a man high 
in power, having great influence with the na- 
tives and he set himself to work to induce a 
rebellion against British rule. Inthis he suc- 
ceeded, and before many weeks the 
whole country was in open warfare. 
As soon as hostilities commenced 
the oid farmer bethought him of 
his daughter Jess, who was staying with 
friends in Pretoria, a small town situated in 
the very heart of the disaffected region. 
Naturally uneasy about her, old Farmer Croft 
dispatched John Niel to fetch her home. By 
various ruses the latter succeeded in reaching 
his destination, but found it impossible to re- 
turn. He therefore stayed where he was, his 
previous fancy for Jess developing into a pas- 
sion beside which hies affection for 
her less fascinating sister paled 
into insignificance. After a while 
Jess succeeded in procuring a pass for both 
through the hostile region by the influence 
of Frank Muller, who only procured it be- 
cause he thought he might thereby succeed 
in his schemes of vengeance against Niel. 
He hired two natives to act as the guides 


whom he bribed to lure the _ travelers 
into the swamps and make away 
with them. From -this on the tale 
is a long succession of horrors, into 
which we have neither space nor 
inclination to enter. The work is not 
free from coarseness of an offensive descrip- 


At 
the same time itis not without merit. Itisa 
live story of the wild life which obtains in 
several of the half-civilized British colonies, 
and presents an excellent picture ofthe chef 
features of South African warfare. The only 
really well-drawn character is Frank Muller, 
who is an excellent type of the ‘‘missing link’’ 
between the beast of prey and man as he 
should be.

The Merry Men, and Other Tales“ is a col- 
lection of short stories by the author of ‘‘The 
Strange Case of Dr. Jekyli and Mr. Hyde.’’ 
Like all the short stories by great authors, the 
tales are of varying interest, and none of 
them equal in merit to the least of Mr. Steven- 
son’s continuous novels. At the same time 
the book will command—we may say has 
commanded a large sale, and deservedly so. 
Were it only for the simple little tale ‘‘Will 
o’ the Mill,’’” which is certainly the gem of 
the collection, the book should be widely 
read. Nextin merit comes ‘‘Clallas,’’ which 
is rather a blood-curdling romance; and The 
Treasure of Franchard,’’ which embodies 
the closing romance of the volume, will be 
read with interest by afew. The initial story, 
The Merry Men, isan unsatisfactory tale, 
very inferior to anything we have yet read by 
this author, unless it de Kidnaped, which 
isthe most unsatisfactory romance we ever 
read by any one. In point of fact, Mr. 
Stevenson is not successful with sea stories. 
Every time he has touched them, he has 
failed to produce areadable tale. The vol- 
ume of embryo romances before us has much 
to recommend it and we cordially advise 
those who have not procured a copy to do so 
before the edition is completely sold out.
